The previous re-alignment of political forces in Florida 
had been based upon ‘sound, practical politics, unadulte- 
rated by any consciousness of civic needs. Anti-Pepper 
forces had forced the senior senator into a fight for pow- 
er over control of tre Florida Democratic delegation to 
the party convention but then, only half-victorious, had 
walked out at Philadelphia leaving the Pepper crowd in 

* control. 

Closely allied to this fight, Fuller Warren had won the 
governorship over the opposition of the Caldwell-Holland 
alliance. Those two fights, in which anti-Pepper forces at 
least erred by scattering their fire, brought into being 
the Pepper-Warren coalition.

Governor, Warren had announced before he left Talla-

The meeting was in Senator Pepper’s office, but the 
Governor occupied the senator’s big swivel chair and he 
snoke. without introduction.

Holland is the congressional godfather of the flood 
control plan. It is initiated—the program to put over 
longsought plans—through agreements with Millard 
Caldwell, then. governor.. 

When Warren began talking of the state’s financial
